The Cherokee left California the 16th »!«., 


and brings 361 passengers and 8680,000 in 
polct. 
The steamship Genesee arrived at 


Panama on the 2d December with two weeks 
later news from San Francisco. 


The steamer Philadelphia arrived on the 


9th from New Orleans, and would sail the 
next day. 
Both vessels would be full of pas- 


sengers from the Pacific. 


The Cholera has laid many in the dust, in 


this city. 
Sinee its appearance the number 


of deaths has been about 185, while in Saora- 
merilo they have probably reached 1000. The 
disease, however, is abating, and the deaths in 
either city do not average over 8 or 10 per 
day. 


This mortarlity has prostrated, in a great 


measure, the business of the large citifies, and 
consequently affected every locality. 


During the approaching winter, a much 


larger number of miners will remain in the 
mountains than ever before, and consequently 
more gold will be taken out than during any 
previous winter season. Much attention is be- 
ing paid to quartz mining. 


The Mariposa mines are yielding a good re- 


turn, notwithstanding the machinery is not so 
powerful as is desirable. 


Within a short time past, however, another 


quartz vein of greut richness has been discov- 
ered between the South fork of Feather and 
Yuba rivers. 
Heretofore the mines have been 


only scratched over, and scientific mining has 
only just commenced. When fully under way, 
and the requisite amount of capital actively 
employed, the result will be even more won- 
derful than before. 


The call for an extra session of the Legis- 


lature is under full advisement, and not al- 
together improbable, as the necessities of the 
State demand it. The act of Congress mak- 
ing Beiiida a port of entry, has railed forth 
much disunion, and excited no little astonish- 
ment.

Great Excitement In iPeoria—-Attempt 
at Hanging. 


PEOKIA, Dec. 20,1850. 


Our city was again thrown into much ex- 


citement to-day. The execution of Brown 
and Williams, for the murder of Mr. Hewitt, 
was to have taken place to-day; but by an or- 
der from the Governor, received on Wednes- 
day, was extended until the loth of January 
next. This not being generally known, or 
credited, a large mass of people from this and 
adjoining countie*, assembled to witness the 
execution, and being disappointed in their 
expectations, a portion of them resolved that 
the prisoners should be executed forthwith, 
and urged on by exciting speeches, got pos- 
session of the scaffold from the jail yard, and 
erected it in the street, in front of the jail, 
and then effected an entrance into the jail, by 
breaking the doors and locks, and proceeding 
with crow-bars, scantling, and other imple- 
ments, to the cells, where they met with des- 
perate resistance from Brown, who, although 
shackled, as soon as the cells opened, stepped 
into the hall, disarmed a few of the rnob, by 
taking from them their crow-bars and scant- 
ling, barricaded his cell inside, and defied 
them; broke a skull or two of the mobiles, 
and gave them other striking illustrations of 
his* entire disapproval of such unlawful pro- 
ceedings. The prisoners were again secured 
in their cells, and before dark the crowd dis- 
persed.
